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WEATHER Temperatures averaged near normal, with high temperatures Friday and in
the east Saturday, and rather cool weether at other times, Lloderate to heavy rains
fell on several days over the eastern portion of the State, and light to moderate
rains in the south-central portion. The west roceived a few local moderate to
heavy rains during the week-ends The week was very dry over the Sandhills.

CROPS The winter wheat harvest up to last week-end ranged from just starting to
> oompleteds About 1l¥% of the wheat had been harvested at the close of the past
woeoks The perocentages harvested in the main wheat areas are as follows: Central
8%; Fast Central 20%; Southwest 21%; South Contral 32%; South East 36%. There has
been no harvest in the Panhandle to date but it will start earlier than usual,

Preliminary reports on yield indicate that the crop is turning out somewhat
better than expecteds There is a great range in yields, The crop as a whole is
far botter than one would expect under the adverse weather conditions. The high
temperatures in June were very unfavorable, Rains have practically stopped harvest.

Corn improved during the past week. Much of the corn has been laid by, The
erop is much earlier than usual, Some of the earliest corn was shoulder high at
the olose of the past week. Corn is gemerally good and is growing rapidly. {ilth
fow exceptions surface moisture has been emple to date., Rains during the past two
vwe oks have increased the depth of the subsoil moisture in fields that have received
the heavier amounts. Rains to date this week have added further moisture to the
subsoil. .

Oats and barley are very poor throughout the State. Some of the oats have
been pastureds The percentage of oats pasturad or out for hay or used for silage
will be unusually high because of the very poor outlook for grain, Some of the
¢ats are only a few inches in height.

Grain sorghum shows some improvement offsetting the damage from floods. Rains
of the past two weeks are restoring the subsoil moisture in sorghum fields,

. The oondition of wild hay is lower. Most of the Sandhills were dry in June,
Most of the wild hay is in North Gentral Nebraska and throughout the Sandhills.
Exeept for local areas most of the wild hay area has been short of moisture. Rains
o the past two weeks should improve the crop in the balance of the State.

‘ The condition of alfalfa is unchanged from a wesk ago. Improvement is shown
in some localities while in other localities rains came too late to improve the
gooond orop.

Condition of pasture is still extremely poor, Grass is still short in a
number of oounties while in other counties has made a fair growth, Continued rains
are.essential for further improvement during July.

June moisture was short for supar bYeets, beans and potatoes in Western Nebraska.
Raing to date this week have improved the outlook.

‘The general outlook for late crops is much better after the rains of the past
weok ineluding the rain this week to date. The depth of the subsoil moisture in
fields that are in a good gtate of cultivation such as corn and grain sor ghum has
inoressed from the rains of the past two weeks inoluding the rain of this wesk to
dates While the rains have baen more or less spotted a considerable percentage of
the land in these orops should have & fair amount of subsoil moisture.

LIVESTOCK The forced sale of livestock due to lack of feed and short pasture may
be checked for the time being because of the more favorabls pvasture outlook. There

has been a reduction of 26% in the spring pig crope Farmers intentions are to
reduce the fall farrowing by 12%, v
